ABAC Motions Passed 
Motion proposed: ABAC approved a motion to have Scott Smith to draft a letter to the Board of 
Selectman, advising against a dockless bike-share pilot program that is established in Arlington, 
but not neighboring towns; advising Arlington to align with neighboring towns, and 
recommending against launching any program before Spring. 
ABAC vote: Unanimous approval.

e Pedestrian safety on the bikeway 
O Three citizens attended the meeting to raise the issue of pedestrian safety on the 
bikeway, with special concern for the area near Trader Joe’s. A pedestrian was recently 
struck and injured by a cyclist in the area. 
O The discussion led to proposals for clearing bushes, improved signage and markings to 
encourage cyclists to be cautious about pedestrians, as well as to alert pedestrians. 
O The citizens were encouraged to make recommendations and request responses via the 
town website.
